WILL LEADERS MEET? 

The proposed meeting of the three 
government heads, Premier Ramsay 
McDonald, President Hoovey and 
Premier McKenzie King, to discuss 
Peace questions, is regarded with fav¬ 
or on all sides. 

In the opinion of many, a meeting 
of this nature would be the surest 
step toward peace. It is considered 
indispensable that McKenzie King 
should be present, because the nation¬ 
al life of Canada with the Empire is 
staked on neighborly maintenance of 
the undefended frontier. « 

A conference of this nature might 
settle once and for all, the relations 
between the British Empire and Un¬ 
ited States and extend the unfortified 
frontier to include the Atlantic Oc¬ 
ean between U.S. and Britain. 

The hope is entertained that two 
matters might be definitely cleared— 
a policy of naval reduction on both 
sides as a guarantee of good faith, 
and a complete understanding that 
the two fleets never be used against 
each other. 

It is understood that Premier Mc¬ 
Donald would be ready to set out to 
Washington on a few hours notice. 
The meeting would be welcomed by 
President Hoover and Premier King 
would in all reason be invited. 

THE FIRST FLIGHT 

The first Trans-Atlantic flight was 
successfully accomplished by two Brit¬ 
ish aviators, Captain John Alcock, D. 
S.C., pilot, and Lieutenant Arthur 
Whitten Brown, navigator, the ma¬ 
chine used was a Vickers Vimy Rolls 
Royce twin engine. 

It w - as a marvellous -flight and 
greater glory attaches to it because it 
was made under bad weather condi¬ 
tions; indeed fog so obscured vision at 
times that the machine was discovered 
to be flying upside down and once on 
ly fifty feet from the water. 

The project of the Atlantic flight 
was originated by the late Viscount 
Northcliffe in the I-ondon Daily Mail 
in April, 1913, and suspended during 
the war. 

Captain Alcock and Lieutenant 
Brown left St. John’s, Newfoundland 
at 5.13 p.m., Saturday, June 14th 1919 
and landed near Clifdon, Galway, Ire¬ 
land at 9.40 the next morning—a 
•-flight of 1880 miles, taking only fif¬ 
teen hours, fifty-seven minutes, a tru¬ 
ly marvellous flight, which won for 
the victors a prize of 10,000 pounds. 

Both Captain Alcock and lieuten¬ 
ant Brown were knighted by His Ma¬ 
jesty the King in 1919. Sir John Al¬ 
cock crashed during a flight about a 
year later and was killed. 

The Canadian Weekly Newspaper 
Association will hold its annual con¬ 
vention in this city on July 4 and 5.

LOSS. OF CONFIDENCE 

H, W. Wood speaking before the 
grain commission in Calgary, June 5, 
stated that there had been complete 
loss of confidence among the farmers 
of the west during the past few years 
in the administration of the Grain 
Act, and that this was one of the 
main causes of discontent among 
them at thq present time. 

When asked by the commission tfi 
give his views on the mixing question. 
He said that he was sure that legiti¬ 
mate mixing at the terminals was an 
advantage to the grain trade as a 
whole but expressed the opinion that 
it was the administration of the act 
and the manner in which the mixing 
was done that was causing the dis¬ 
content and dissatisfaction followed 
by loss of confidence of the farmers 
at the present time. 

When pressed to suggest some rem¬ 
edy to the situation as at present ex¬ 
isting, Mr. Wood would not commit 
himself except to say that a complete' 
re-organization of the grain inspec¬ 
tion department should be made, and 
possibly that the number of members 
of the standard board should be in¬ 
creased. 

“It is the inefficient administration 
that is at the bottom of the trouble 
and loss of confidence that has loomed 
up on the praries during the last few 
years,” Mr. Woods charged. 

CRIME ON INCREASE 

A statement made in Calgary by 
Rev. Dr. Bingham h&s roused much 
comment for and against. He said 
1 in a Sunday sermon that crime is on 
the increase both in Calgary and the 
country. Statistics are apparently 
on his side, although many of the 
crime are of minor character, yet 
more serious offences are also on the 
increase. 

The prison. population of Alberta 
in 1927 was 1761, while in 1928 it was 
2413, and 1929 to date promises still 
a greater increase. 

The claim that criminals come from 
the foreign element is not upheld by 
the penitentiary records. Of the 2560 
penitentiary inmates in Canada, 1,589 
were Canadian born, 329 British born 
and 642 foreign bom. 

Dr. Bingham paid tribute t° the 
Courts of Canada, but pointed out the 
danger of too many appeals against 
sentences, where technicalities becloud 
the real issues and defeat justice. 

FIRST PASSENGER TRAIN 

Seventy-six years ago on May 16th 
at 8 o’clock in the morning, the first 
passenger railway train to run in 
Canada, pulled out of the old station 
nearly opposite the Queen’s hoteT"on 
Front street, Toronto, and made its 
initial trip to Aurora, Ontario. Up to 
to that time the only form of trans¬ 
portation was the old horse-drawn 
stage coach and the covered wagon. 
The train consisted of a 24-ton engine 
with 5-foot driving»wReels and a 14x 
20 cylinder, a box car and a passen¬ 
ger car. Alderman John Harvie was 
the conductor, and passengers had to 
purchase thpir tickets from him on 
the train. The fare was $1 each way. 
The journey occupied two hours. The 
engine drawing the train was named 
“Lady Elgin” after the wife of the 
governor-general. 

Vancouver, which is voting some 
$80,000 this year for publicity pur¬ 
poses, might spend a few dollars of 
it in New York to let New Yorkers 
know there is such a place. A New 
York paper, in alluding to Percy Wil¬ 
liams’ feat, says: “The young Can¬ 
adian is a sensation, and well he 
might be, as he stepped from the 
backwoods of Northwest Canada into 
fame with a dual victory at the 1928 
Olympic games.’ Evidently Vancouv¬ 
er has still a lot to learn about put¬ 
ting herself on the map. 


NEW SASK. LEADER 

_ ; 

Dr. T. M. Anderson, Conservative 
Leader in Saskatchewan, first came 
into prominence in Saskatchewan as 
an educationist. He has been inspec- j 
tor of schools and later a director of 
education. He has written a text 
book on educational work amongst j 
the foreign bom. He is Doctor of 
Pedagogy. His education was obtain¬ 
ed at Fairbank, Ontario and in West 
Toronto. For four years he taught 
Icelanders at Gimli, Manitoba, and 
there learned the language. His next j 
venture was in a school near Yorkton J 
where his forty pupils spoke six other j 
tongues, but no English. He learned | 
to express himself in all six lang- I 
uages. He studied extra-murally in j 
University of Manitoba and became 
B.A. in 1911. Two years later he won 
his L.L.B. and in 1914, through a bril¬ 
liant work on new Canadian problems 
he was created an M.A. In 1917, he 
was made Bachelor of Pedagogy by 
Toronto University. 

In 1911 he married Miss Redgwick 
of Grenfell and they have a family of 
two children. Surely his progress 
upward has been the result solely of 
personal endeavor. His knowledge of 
the new Canadian questions is 
thorough, and he has grown wifn the 
country. I 

He is an Anglican, a Masom Orange 
man and Kiwanian. \ 

TOO SL OW IN ACTION 

Hon. O. L. McPherson is calling 
down criticism upon his head for not 
making any decisive move in the mat 
ter of the Turner Valley Wghway. A 
year ago Mr. McPherson ! was urged 
to turn his attention to tljlis road and . 
the need for its improvement. * He 
paid no attention. 

This spring has found Turner Val¬ 
ley at times cut off entirely from con¬ 
nection with the main Calgary high¬ 
way'. This, despite the fact that daily 
financiers from east and west are ar¬ 
riving to investigate Turner Valley. 
Planes have been requisitioned more 
than once out of sheer necessity. 

A newspaper man from Vancouver 
sent a wire to his paper, the senti- j 
ments of which have probably already 
been voiced by dozen of prominent | 
eastern men. His wire reads: “I 
drove over the most appalling road 
that, wheels ever ran on, to visit the ^ 
famous Turner Valley Oil Field.’’ ^ 
This is surely not desirable public¬ 
ity for “the greatest prospective oil 
field of the British Empire.” But 
equally surely, it is deserved publicity 
And the reluctance of Hon. McPher 
son to appreciate the importance of 
this strip of road needs' explanation. '

CHANGE IN SASKATCHEWAN 


GAS TAX REVENUE 

Alberta gasoline tax revenue for 
the first five months of 1929, that is 
up to May 31, after which date the 
five cent tax comes into effect, will 
exceed that of the same period of 
1928, by- some $170,000, according to 
figures issued by Deputy Provincial 
Secretary E. Trowbridge, Thursday.- 

The revenue from January 1 to 
May 31, 1929 is $525,402.44. 

Autolicenses issued to May 31, this 
year, exceed by 3000 the entire 1928 
registration. 

In 1928 there were 87,000 licenses 
issued. This year, to May 31, over 
90,000 have been issued, and there 
will be a fairly steady stream of new 
applications during the balance of the 
summer months. 

With the gasoline tax increased to 
five fents from June 1 and with over 
100,000 cars using the roads, in addi¬ 
tion to the large number of visitifig 
cars that will be touring Alberta this 
summer, the revenue from this source 
looks as though it would be far in ac¬ 
cess of the amount estimated for the 
year. 

No trouble has been experienced in 
the switch-over from the three cent 
to the five cent, stated Mr. Trow¬ 
bridge, nor have there been any pro¬ 
tests by motorists, against the increas 
ed tax. • 

^Wheat from the Prairie Provinces 
of Canada is the finest received in 
Germany from any country in the 
world, said Johann Lange, one of the 
seven German millers making a tour 
of the North American wheat-grow¬ 
ing and milling centres.

It chanced that on a certain Sunday, 
the lesson centred around Daniel and 
the den of lions, and a picture was 
displayed showing Daniel clad in a 
bright-huod robe, standing with bound 
hands in a pit, surrounded by lions 
that were giving every indication of 
eagerness for the open season on pro¬ 
phets to be declared. No sooner had the 
picture been placed on view than a 
little girl began to cry. The teacheT, 
sensing tender sensibility deeply 
touched, stooped over her and said: 
“You are sorry for Daniel, aren’t you, 
dear?” Thereupon the sobber made 
her answer, “I’m afraid the little, lion 
over in the corner won't get any.” 

In the Manitoba Legislature the 
other day approval was given a bill 
for the leasing by the' Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment of approximately 300,000 
acres of swamp lands for reclamation 
to a private dairy company. The land 
is in the Whitemouth River district, 
east of Winnipeg, and will be leased 
to the company at a rental of $5,000 
a year for 30 years, subject to pur¬ 
chase at 25 cents an acre.

He disowned the ar¬ 
ticles in question and apologized for 
them. A short time ago, he attended 
a banquet in honor of a Jew with a 
Gentile front, David A. Brown, and 
while he did no^ speak, gave out a 
statement declaring high apprecia¬ 
tion of the Jewish race. His recanta¬ 
tion is complete. But what does it 
prove ? 

WHERE ISTHE FAULT 

When one considers the efforts 
which have been made through the 
years to render High River flood 
proof, the results are disheartening. 
Infinite time has been expended free¬ 
ly by mmbers of the Council in seek¬ 
ing to secure the town. The best en¬ 
gineering authorities have been called 
into service. A great amount of pub¬ 
lic money has been expended. The 
dams and breakwaters have been of 
immense service. And still the town 
is liable to floods. 

It is apparent to everyone th^t the 
danger point to the town is at the C. 
P.R. bridge, which, not being wide 
enough to carry the mass of water, 
blocks the exit and forces the river 
back into the town. Had the dams 
up river, not held up during the peak 
of the flood, it is impossible to pre¬ 
dict just how widespread would have 
been the cost of this week’s damage. 

As it is, the town park, and auto 
camp, just entering on their season of 
usefulness are pathetic sights. The 
auto camp may be restored within 
reasonable time, but to reclaim the 
town park, will take weeks of expense 
and labor. 

Added to these losses of public as¬ 
sets, are the unquestioned individual 
losses of varying magnitude, sustain¬ 
ed by business men and private citi¬ 
zens. 

The question is, where does the re¬ 
sponsibility lie, for the havoc 
wrought? Apparently the C. P. R. 
bridge must take a great share. The 
C.P.R, officials are not disposed to 
shirk responsibility in these matters, 
and when shown the, actual situation 
they will no doubt be prepared to 
meet the town authorities on some 
reasonable basis of settlement.

“Little Helps” 

The Mail Order 
Menace 


I T is fully admitted by many business men in towns 
and villages, that if mail orders encroach as pers¬ 
istently during the next few years as present ac¬ 
tivities and their increased advertising coverage in 
these districts indicate, a new system of merchandis¬ 
ing will have been evolved in suburban communities. 

Under present conditions the merchandiser in the 
community centres is faced with the problem of ex¬ 
tending credit to his communit y for various amounts 
invariably large, for indefinite periods, while the cash 
sales, and cash which should be clearing off his book 
accounts, drift cityward via the mail order. For 
many reasons such a condition cannot long exist. 
The business man operating on the credit plan will 
eventually, he compelled to abolish credit entirely, 
and with this encumbrance removed enter competi¬ 
tion in the "sell-for-cash” market, where he has at 
least an even break with all competitors in getting 
the cash with the sale. 

Total elimination of. the credit systeip in any 
community would mean hardship for a time, but as 
mutual trust and loyal support are essential to the 
credit system, the spending of money to any extent, 
out of the community is bound to tend towards its 
destruction. 

The privilege of spending a dollar where its pur¬ 
chasing power is greatest, even if such saving is only 
in the mind of the spender, is a right which cannot 
he denied anyone. 

While a local purveyor of some commodity be¬ 
moans the inroads which “buying-out-of-town” has 
made in receipts, he will yet place an order with an 
out-of-town solicitor for an article which he could 
procure right at home. True, he possibly saves 10 
rents on his dollar, hut so do his customers who buy 
out of town—and so the cycle of out-of-town buying 
goes on towards completion. 

None of us are free from its effects: Twelve solic¬ 
itors from city printeries canvass the town of Vulcan 
regularly in addition to clothing and grocerry travel¬ 
ers, who carry printing as a side line—and apparent¬ 
ly they all get business. And thiR is true in spite of 
the fact that a phone call will bring a representative 
from the local printer, with suggest ions and estimates 
stock, type and ink samples and layouts if desired.

Increased Automobile Registration 

The number of automobile licenses 
issued in Alberta during the first five 
months of 1929 exceeds by over 3,000 
the total number for the year 1928, it 
is announced by E. Trowbridge, Dep¬ 
uty Provincial Secretary. Already 
this year over 90,000 cars ahd trucks 
have been registered as compared 
with 87,221 last year. A considerable 
increase in the consumption of gaso¬ 
line is also indicated in Mr. Trow¬ 
bridge’s report which shows that rev¬ 
enue from gasoline tax for the first 
five months lias exceeded that of the 
same period in 1928 by some $170,000.

The Eastern Alberta Wool Growers 
Association has been formed with 
headquarters at Hanna and a member 
ship comprising about 100 sheep own¬ 
ers in the district between Drumhel- 
ler and Oyen. It is estimated that 
some 10,000 fleeces will be shipped 
through the association this year, the 
majority of the clip being marketed 
through the Canadian Co-operative 
Wool Growers. Dr. W. G. Anderson 
of Wardlow is the president of the 
newly formed organization. 

Regulations for Visiting Motorists 

After July 1, 1929, any automobile 
being driven in Alberta with foreign 
plates must carry on its windshield a 
sticker showing that the car bears a 
non-resident permit to be operated in 
this province. These permits which 
may be secured from provincial police 
officers, parks officials and others 
who come in contact with the travel¬ 
ling public, will provide a definite 
record of the number of cars visiting 
the province each year and the points 
of origin. The permit when issued is 
good for three months from' date of 
issue and must be applied for within 
seven days of entrance into the prov¬ 
ince. 

Serious Forest Fires in North 

Reports from the McMurray dis¬ 
trict in northern Alberta indicate that 
forest fires have swept a considerable 
area and that the rangers of the Do¬ 
minion Forestry Service are with-dif¬ 
ficulty keeping the flames in check. 
Little rain has fallen in the area be¬ 
tween McMurray and Peace River and 
a number of small fires have rapidly 
assumed "serious proportions.

Appointments to the Advisory 
Council of the Alberta Town and Rur¬ 
al Planning Board have been made by 
Order-in-Council as follows: C. L.

Evans, Edmonton; P. Turner Bone, 
Calgary; H.E.G.H. Scholefield, Cal¬ 
gary; Mrs. R. B. Gunn, Lloydminster; 
Mrs. Wellington Huyck, Strome and 
W. H. Fairfield, Lethbridge. 

To Study Conservation of Natural Gas 

Dr. R. C. \Vallace, president of the 
University of Albfcfta and A. A. Car¬ 
penter, chairman wNtiie Board of Util 
ity Commissioners, are the Alberta 
members of a committee who will co¬ 
operate with Dr. Chas. Camsell, Dep¬ 
uty Minister of Mines, Dr. A. W. G. 
Wilson and C. C. Ross appointed by 
the Dominion Government to investi¬ 
gate the possible conservation of nat¬ 
ural gas at present going to waste 
from oil and gas wells in this prov¬ 
ince. The committee will look into 
such matters as the conservation of 
gas by storage underground and the 
utilization of gas as a fuel or as a 
source of other materials such as oil. 
carbon black and various chemical 
products. 

Collecting Agricultural Statistics 

The co-operation of farmers and 
others throughout the province is urg 
ed during the present month in the 
agricultural survey being conducted 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
On cards which are circulated through 
rural schools, farmers are asked to re 
port the number of acres of the var¬ 
ious crops being grown this season, 
and the number of live stock of var¬ 
ious classes kept on their farms. It 
may be pointed out that the informa¬ 
tion when supplied to the government 
is of a confidential nature as far as 
the individual farmer is concerned, 
and that those supplying the informa¬ 
tion asked for are greatly assisting 
the government in compiling its agri¬ 
cultural statistics from which crop 
estimates and otKer reports are later 
issued. 


BROKE ALL RECORDS 

For the ,-third successive month 
this year, all (previous records for pro 
duct ion in Turner Valley went by tile 
board, it is revealed in the official 
production report for May issued by 
the Imperial Oil and Regal refineries 
Saturday morning. 

The grand total of naptha and light 
crude delivered to the refineries dur¬ 
ing the month was 88,302 barrels, a 
total of 19,095 barrels in excess of the 
record production for all time obtain¬ 
ed during April of this year. The pro¬ 
duction of naptha alone during last 
month, delivered to the Imperial Oil 
Refinery, amounted to 62,520 barrels 
as compared with 54,904 barrels dur¬ 
ing April of this year." 

Since the first of the present year, 
the official figures show that the pro¬ 
duction in Turner Valley has been 
nearly tripled. The total production 
in January was 38,501 barrels, in Feb¬ 
ruary, 41,349 barrels, in March, 56,* 
701 barrels, and in April, 69,207 bar¬ 
rels. 

The great increase in production in 
May was due largely to the produc¬ 
tion from Home Nos. 1 and 2 wells, 
which produced 22,872 barrels~of nap¬ 
tha and 1,633 barrels of light crude 
during the month, as compared with 
only 2,921 barrels of naptha from 
Home 1, and 1,032 barrels of crude 
from Nos. 1 and 2 during April. Dur¬ 
ing the liionth Home No. 1 set a new 
record with 900 barrels obtained di 
ing' 24 hours. 




RETIREMENT RUM0R 

Rumors round Ottawa suggest the 
possible retirement of Hon. Charles 
Stewart and Mr. Forke, from their 
present activities to less strenuous en¬ 
deavors. 

The Ottawa Journal is of the opin¬ 
ion that Premier King is alarmed ov¬ 
er the middle west political develop¬ 
ments and is planning to change his 
western line-up. It also suggests that 
while Mr. "Stewart and Mr. Forke are 
excellent and kindly men, yet they 
are not Clifford Sifton’s and they 
have labored long. 

It is possible that Mr. Stewart may 
be created chairman of the grain 
board and Mrr Forke be given a seat 
in the Senate. 

Mr. Crerar is named as a possibility 
as Minister of Immigration.

Young People’s Week Successful

of Alberta. Interesting lectures and 
demonstrations dealing with the var¬ 
ious phases of fanning and home¬ 
making were provided by members of 
the University staff and a number of 
enjoyable features of an entertaining 
nature rounded out what has come to 
be considered an important annual 
event in the life of the ruraj young 
people of the province. 

Sheep Poisoned by Death Camas 

Following' reports received from 
the Jenner and Atlee districts in 
south eastern Alberta, Dr. P. R. Tal¬ 
bot, Provincial Veterinarian, recently 
visited these localities and found that 
the death of a number of sheep had 
been caused b.v their eating a-weed 
known, as Death Camas. This^-weed 
which grows commonly in a/ritfcber 
of districts in the south hiWf|L>n 
more prevalent than usual this\,seas^p 
owing to climatic conditions. Its ef¬ 
fects appear to be more serious when 
sheep are hot and hungry. The Death 
Camas belongs to the lily family, 
grows on sandy soil and is usually 
found on the slopes of hills facing 
south, and sheep eating it show the 
following symptoms: frothing at the 
mouth, twitching of the muscles and 
convulsions followed by death. Shep¬ 
herds are advised to keep their flock 
away from areas where this plant has 
been discovered. A very satisfactory 
antidote in cases of poisoning from 
this weed consists of one dram each 
of Potassium Permanganate and 
Aluminum Sulphate dissolved 
pint of water, this quantity being su^ 
ficient for about 12 sheep.

Years from now, children 
will be able to see the fifteen repre¬ 
sentatives of the world’s governments 
and to hear the scratch of their pens 
as their names were fixed to the docu 
ments for the outlawing of war. 

Pathe pictures by use of a sensitive 
instrument have screened the sights 
and sounds of a battle between ants-— 
and picture goers will shortly see and 
hear the clash of insects in mortal 
combat.

Case” and “Case” on all farm 
machinery and implements. bfow 
there is only one Case 01 ganization. 
and that is the J. I. Case Co., Inc., of 
Racine, Wisconsin—formerly called 
the J. I. Case Threshing Machine 
Company. 

This change in name was deemed 
necessary due to the fact, that the 
Company has outgrown the ryune 
given it a great many years ago,* 
when its principal product was thresh¬ 
ing machines. From the very begin¬ 
ning, the line of products steadily 
expanded, until now it includes a’full 
line of farm operating equipment, so 
the words “Threshing Machine” in its 
corporate name no longer indicates 
adequately the classes of product it 
manufactures and sells.
